George V. Halliday, former stock 
and bond broker, now a patient in 
the city sanitarium and under pen- 
itentiary sentencgs totaling seven 
years for embezzlement and forg- 


ery, testified today in l‘ederal 
Court that four of the men on 
trial in the $260,000 mail truck 
robbery case negotiated directly 


with him for the disposal of the 
bonds stolen in the roboery. 

Those whom he named were 
Rudolph (Feather Edge) Schmidt, 
Leo Cronin and Roy Tipton, Egan 
gangsters, and Walter A. Kelly, 
blind lawyer. Halliday said he saw 
a Qfth of the defendants, William 
P. (Dinty) Colbeck, leader of the 
Egan gang and Fifth Ward Demo- 
cratic City Committeeman, at 
Maxwelton Inn, run by Colbeck, at 
the time of one of the conferences, 
but did not talk with Colbeck 
about the bonds. 

He told also of seeing, at meet- 
ings relating to the disposal of the 
bonds, two others of the zangster 
defendants, Charles (Red) Smith 
and Dave (Chippy) Robinson. 

Jury Is Excused. 

lialliday’s testimony was inter- 
rupted by an objection, on the 
ground that he was mentally de- 
ranged, and Judge Faris excused 
the jury,-them heard Halliday’s tes- 
timony, which was heard also by 
an audience which filled the court- 
room. 

After Halliday had finished his 
story, and had answered questions 
as to his mental condition, Judge 
aris ruled that he was a compe- 
tent witness. He said 
in the case had shown a better ca- 
pacity for remembering names, 


that he was under treatment 
the city institution for the insane, 
no one would suppose him to be 
mentally unsound. 

The jury was called back, and 
Halliday then repeated his story | 
in tne jury’s hearing. 

Halliday’s Story. 

In his first story, 
peated without substantial change 
in the jury’s presence, Halliday 
said:

Walsh called attention to the to« 
tal which W. L. Mellon had col- 
lected in the Pittsburg district, and 
asked the witness if that made the 
grand total of Republican collec- 
tlons in Pennsylvania $791,000. “I¢ 
your arithemctic is correct, yes;" 
said Grundy. 


While the committee was hearing 
testimony, the Democratic National 
Committee, in a supplemental re- 
port to the clerk of the House of 
Representatives, reported total re« 
ceipts of $552,368 to Oct. 25, in- 
clusive, with expenditures to that 
date of $725,050, leaving a deficit 
of $172,682. 

William V. Hodges, treasurer of 
the Repnblican National Commit- 
tee, reported today that the con. 
tributions to the committee totaled 
$3,750,000. Congressman Nelson, 
manager of the La Follette cam- 
puign, has reported contributions 
to his committe at Chicago aggre- 
gate $245,746 to date, which with 
the $124,339 collected at Washing- 
ton headquarters, $20,000 raised by 
the Amalgamated Clothing Work- 
ers and $23,736 raised by the 
American Federation of Labor, 
makes a total reported of $436,085. 

H. M. Brunson, assistant director 
at La Follette-Wheeler headquar- 
ters here, testified that he had con- 
tributed $1494 to the La Follette 
campaign. He said about 1,000,000 
La Follette-Wheeler campaign but- 
tons had been sold, bringing in 
$99,399.30, up to Oct. 20, and since 
that time about $25,000 had been 
received. Among the expenses 
were $29.588.24 “for general cam- 
paign expense.” §12,99.42 for pub- 
icity, and $984.93 to the women's 
division. 


Labor Secretary on Stand. 

Frank Morrison, secretary of the 
American Federation of Labor, tes- 
tifled that in suppoting La Follette 
the Federation only asked for “Vo}l- 
untary contributions.”

the Executive Council of the Cen- 


tral Trades and Labor Council of 
Greater New York yesterday with- 
drew its indorsement of the Wis- 
consin Senator, given last month, 
and floppe’ over to John W. Davis. 

In a statement, the Executive 
Council said the action had been 
taken because it now appeared that 
Senator La “$llette had no chance 
of election ard therefore a vote for 
him was really a vote for Coolidge, 
and on the further ground that an 
examination of. the labor record of 
John W. Davis showed that he had 
been consistent in advocacy of pro- 
gressive measures. 

The Centra’ Trades and Laor 
Council represents one-fifth of the 
entire membershiv of the Amert- 
ecun Federativn of Labor, wWwhuse 
Executive Connell tndorsed La 
Follette early in the campaign. 

The organization also renewed 
its indorsement of Gov. Smith. The 
council represents 700,000 trades 
wnionists. 

Davis Leaders Jubilant. 

The Davis management was /1- 
bilant at news of the labor action. 
Fully as important as the immedi- 
ate effect in New York City will be 
the influence of the action on labor 
organizations in Western centers, 
which have been teetering in their 
allewiance to La Follette.

Statement of Labor Men. 

The statement said: 

“We, the members of the Exec- 
the Central 
Trades and Labor Council of Great- 
er New York and vicinity, repre- 
senting 700,000 members, after de- 
liberate consideration, take the foi- 


- lowing action in conjurction with 


the Building Trades Council of New 
York, Long Island and vicinity: 

“We hereby indorse John W. Da- 
vis for President of the United 
States. We recommend to our en- 
tire membership, and to all-inter- 
ested in the cause of labor, to vote 
and work for the election of Davis. 

“In a September meeting, we in- 
dorsed the candidacy of Senator La 
Follette.

dence relating to alleyed money 
in South Carolina, to the 
gathering of campaign funds from 
afecohol dealers by attaches of an 
Internal Revenue Collector's offices 
in New York and to the collection 
of funds from postmasters and oth- 
ers in several states was laid before 
the Senate campaign fund investi- 
gating committee yesterday, in an 
effort to support Senator La Fol- 
lette’s charges of irregular prac- 
tices by the Republican managers. 

Further light on the celebrated 
Tolbert patronage case in South 
Carolina, which has been a subject 
of controversy in Congress for 
many months, was given the com- 
mittee by J. T. Doyle, secretary of 
the United States Civil Service 
Commission. He told the commit- 
tee that he had made an investi- 
gation in South Carolina and ac- 
cumulated evidence bearing on the 
appointment of postmasters. 

Paid $500 for Promotion. 

Reading from his report, Doyle 
said that Howara A. Littlejohn, 
postmaster at Belton, S. C., had 
been told by Joseph W. Tolbert, 
Republican National Committee. 
man in South Carolina, that he 
would get him reappointed post- 
master “if your heart and pocket- 
book will get right.” He also tes- 
tified that Maj. James W. Bradford 
at Sumter, 8. C., had paid $500 
to get promoted from assistant 
postmaster to postmaster. He said 
the money was paid to George W. 
Stuckie, “who was supposed to-be 
a collector for Tolbert.” 

‘The witness further testified that 
“R. R. Tolbert, brother of Joseph 
W. Tolbert, also told Littlejohn to 
demand of _rural mail carriers that 
they pay him $180 each on or be- 
fore June 10, 1924, and stated that 
he was going to make this demand 
of every rural mail carrier in the 
Third Congressional District.” 

Another case cited in the report 
was that of E. L. Mar’an, assistant 
Postmaster at Maulden, S. C., who, 
it was declared, had been requested 
to pay $200 to cover the expenses 
of a trip to Washington which 
would be necessurv to obtain his 
appointment. Doyle said Marlan 
did pay money at different times. 

Further testimony on the Maul- 
den postmastershi;) was given by 
Doyle, who said that “Marlan be- 
fore his appointment, as Postmas- 
ter, which was Feb. 24, 1922, sent 
to A. A. Gates ot Greenville, 8. 
C., a check for $100 and later sent 
him a special delivery letter con- 
taining $25.” 

“In December, 1921, before his 
appointment, as Postmaster, he 
also sent Mr. Joseph W. Tolbert a 


registered ‘letter containing $25,” 
Doyle said. 
Joseph L. Crupper, Republican 


State chiarman of Virginia, gave 
his explanation af the check § for 
$300, which he sent to D. A. Fer- 
guson, the negro treasurer of the 
“Lily Black” section of the Re- 
publican party in Virginia. He 
said he sent the check to get back 
the “colored vote.” which he said 
he had heard was “slipping away 
from us to Davis and Bryan.”

10 THROW Ucn! 
ON FUND MYSTERY 


Republican National Chair- 
man Testifies at Chicago

CHICAGO, Qct. 31.—With Chair- 
man Butler of the Republican Na-

Untermyer handed Butler copies 
of four” documents, but the chair- 
man said he had never seen them 
before and added that he never 
had heard of their subject matter. 

“The committee at this point 
does not take any stock in this 
matter,” said Bot*4, of the investi- 
gators. “The — knows,” 
said Untermyer, Vat I have ex- 
pressed to him myy. »ubts about it.” 

The New York l%vyer added that 
he had been very careful about let- 
ting the matter become public un- 
til some proof of it could be had. 
He returned the four documents to 
his pocket and the whole affair re- 
mained as much a mystery as ever. 

Today Chairman’ Borah an- 
nounced that in his statement of 
vesterday to the effect that at this 
time the committee put no stock in 
the circumstantial stories told by 
two Chicago men and relating to 
alléged expenditures in the Repub- 
lican campaign, he probably had 


made a stronger pronouncement 
than he should have. “The com- 
mittee feels,’ he said, ‘that the 


showing has not been such that it 
could assume the responsibility for 
the introduction of evidence re- 
garding that matter. There exists 
an element of doubt which the 
committee thinks should be clart- 
fied. What may ultimately be 
shown with respect to it the com- 
mittee does not know. It will be 
followed up.” 
Interested in Tariff. 

Under cross-questioning by Un- 
termyer, Butler frankly stated that 
he was a textile manufacturer with 
interests in a number of mills; that 
he was interested in the protective 


views on the tariff theory. The na- 
tional chairman denied, however, 
that he had ever appeared before 
legislative bodies in support of tar- 
iff measures. 

Untermyer sought unsuccessfully 
to get it into the record that James 
B. Reynolds, a Republican leader, 
had been appointed by Butler to 
take charge of the Washington 
headquarters of the Republican 
National Committee after his se- 
lection by Secretary Mellon to head 
a commission to investigate the ef- 
fects of American valuation in the 
tariff on the textile industry. But- 
ler said he knew nothing about 
Reynolds’ connection with such a 
commission. 

Nelson Questioned About Funds. 

Congressman Nelson, manager of 
the La Follette campaign, was ex- 
amined regarding funds and sub- 
mitted a report. He said that the 
total contributed to date to his 
committee was $245,746. He could 
not say what the railroad brother- 
hoods had contributed as they were 
conducting their own campaign, 
collecting and distributing their 
own funds.

(Council, a former employe of 
“Tony” Foley, was arrested a few 
days ago on a charge of withhold- 
ing information of a crime from 
the Federal authorities.) 

“The remaining $5006, when I 
got it, was split equally between 
myself, Kelly and Anthony 
Schmidt, the Chicago dealer. 

“I left a quantity of the bonds 
with John Dummeyer.” (Dummyer 
is the stock broker who pleaded 
guilty in the present case Wednes- 
day, and who is to be sentenced 
Monday.) 

‘“Dummeyer, on April 8, told me 
that he had sold a quantity of the 
bonds and turned over $18,000 to 
me. That was immediately after 
my return from the first trip to 
Chicago with the bonds. 

“T went to Kelly’s home and told 
him. Kelly told me to take $6000 
to his clients, and I went out to 
a saloon and met Schmidt, Cronin, 
Tipton, Hamilton (not a defend- 
ant in the present case), Hennessy, 
Red Smith and the man on his 
right.”’ 

Points Out Robinson. 

He pointed to the man sitting be- 
side Smith in the courtroom, who 
was “Chippy” Robinson. Robinson 
was called upon to stand up. 

“T went back to Chicago April 
9 and was there, off and on, for 
three or four weeks. During that 
time I talked to Schmidt by tele- 
phone occasionally. 

‘When I found that I was un- 
able to dispose of any more bonds 
in Chicago I turned them over to 
Hennessy.” (That was James 
(Sticky) Hennessy, who was killed 
in an automobile accident last 
spring, while under indictment in 
the present case.) 

“T returned the bonds to Hen- 
nessy in the Sheridan Plaza Ho- 
tel, Chicago. 

“While there I had long-distance 
telephone talks with Kelly. He 
was eager for me to get rid of the 
bonds and get back to St. Louis. 

“From time to time discussions 
came up between Kelly and me as 
to what to do with the unsold 
bonds. Early in March, 1924, I 
went to Chicago, and the remain- 
ing bonds, par value $41, 500, were 
sent to a relative of mine with 
whom I was stopping in Chicago. 

“T took them to the Somerset Ho- 
te] and put them in a safe de- 
posit box of the hotel March 3.” 

He was ten asked as to the cir- 
cumstances under which he turned 
over the bonds to the Government, 
but objections to this testimony 
were sustained. 

In all, it appeared from Halli- 
day's test{mony, he got $18,000 by 
the sale of bonds, and he and Kelly 
retained $12,000 of it. He related 
that he left his share of the money 
in Kelly's hands and drew on it 
as on a bank account, getting sums 
from Kelly at various times. 

Severely Cross-Examined. 

Attorney P. H. Cullen, repre-

IN OTHER YEARS 
Big Odds on Coolidge Recalls 
That No Candidate Backed 
More Than 2 to 1 Lost. 


Lengthening of odds of 7 to 1 


‘on the chances of President Cool- 
| idge to succeed himself directs at- 


tention to Wall street’s “form” on 
elections—how it has withstood 
the tests of the polls in previous 
elections. 

Files of the Post-Dispatch show, 
as recently stated, that it fs a tra- 
dition in Wall street that no can- 
didate who was ever quoted at 
odds of better than 2 to 1 on the 
eve of an election has been de- 
feated. In fact. rarely has the 
favorite in the betting been de- 
feated. In 1916 Charles E. Hughes 
was a 2-to-1 favorite over Wood- 
row Wilson until just before elec- 
tion day, when the odds shortened 
to 7 to 5 on Hughes, the only presi- 
dential favorite who has failed of 
election in the last 30 years. 

In 1920 the odds on Harding 
ranged from 2% to 1, after his 
nomination, to 10 to 1 on the eve 
of election day. 

In 1912 Taft opened at 7 to 6, 
went up to 9 to 5, but at the close 
Wilson came to the front a 7 to 5 
favorite. 

In 1908 Taft, opposed by Bryan, 
opened at 2 to 1 and rose to 4% 
to 1 at the close. 

In 1904 Roosevelt, opposed by 
Parker, opened at 2 to 1 and closed 
at 4% to 1. 


TWO POLICEMEN ARE 
DISMISSED FROM SERVICE 


Two policemen weer dismissed 
from the service, one reduced in 
rank and five exonerated, at hear- 
ings before the Board of Police 
Commissioners today on various 
charges. 

The two dismissed were Patrol- 
man Lionel D. Whitworth, who ad- 
mitted he threatened a woman 
with a revolver while intoxicated, 
and Patrolman Wallace Stevens, 
who admitted he registered at a 
hotel with a woman ‘who phoned 
his district and reported him sick. 

Patrolman John J. Burke of 
Magnolia District was reduced to 
turnkey yhen he pleaded guilty to 
a charge of intoxication. 

Patrolman Thomas Hunt and 
Mathew King of North Market 
Street District, charged with plac- 
ing Mrs. Horace B. Keenan of 
4028 Natural Bridge avenue, in a 
cell after arerst for a minor traf- 
fic violation, were exonerated 
when the plaintiff ailed to appear. 
Charges against Patrolman Otto 
H. Kulla, negelct of duty; Patrol- 
man Edward H. Drain, unbecoming 
conduct, and Patrolman O. E. Mi- 
ner, neglect of duty, were dis- 
missed, with reprimands. 


Goshey, a postoffice inspector, told 
of the raid on the Richmond 
Heights home of “Whitey” Doe- 
ring, who was convicted as a prin- 
cipal in the robbery and sentenced 
to 30 years in prison. but who has 
since been killed in an affray.

STOPPED IN EAST

hypo-sulphite of soda as a solvent 
for the lead, with injections of 
luminol and other sedatives. This 
treatment was used on Herbert 
Fuson, of Elizabeth, who appeared 
to improve, but later died in a 
straightjacket early yesterday. All 
patients at the Reconstrucrfon Hos- 
pital are up and about, Dr. Thomp- 
son said, and are expected to re- 
cover. 
Explains Nature of Poison. 

In a formal statenient, explain- 
ing the nature of the poison, Dr. 
Thompson said: 

“Tetraethyl lead is a substance 
first known ‘to chemists in 1854. 
Since thag time it frequently has 
been experimented with in chem- 
ical laboratories, where it was 
known to be, in concentrated form, 
poison. It is a compound of me- 
tallic lead and one of the alco- 
holic chemieal series. Its recently 
discovered use for greatly promot- 
ing the efficiency of gasoline en- 
gines has led to its manufacture on 
a commercial scale through proc- 
esses still more or less in a stage 
of development. This has occa- 
sioned unforeseen accidents which, 
as processes and apparatus are fur- 
ther perfected, should be avoidable 
in the future. 

“One of these has been the sud- 
den escape of fumes from large re- 
torts and the inhalation of such 
fumes gives rise to acute symp- 
toms, particularly congestion of the 
brain, producing a condition not 
unlike delirium tremens. Although 
there is lead in the compound, 
these acute get yp ion are wholly 
unlike those of chronic lead pol-

WOMAN SLAYER 
UF 4 STEPCHILDREN 
HANGS SELFIN CELL 


Mrs. Anna Hauptrief of 
Texas, Who Also Con- 
fessed Poisoning Hus- 
band, Had Trial Post- 
poned.

SAN MARCOS, Tex., Oct. 31.— 


The body of Mrs. Anna Hauptrief, 
under indictment for the murder of 
four stepchildren and the poisoning 
of her husband, was found in her 
cell here today. She took her own 
life by hanging some time during 
the night. 

She was to have been tried in 
February. 

The body was found by Jailer 
Tom Magruder when he took the 
prisoner’s breakfast to her cell. 
She had torn a strip off her petti- 
coat and made a noose, with which 
she hanged herself from the cel] 
door. 

Mrs. Hauptrief was last seen 
alive at 7 o’clock last night by the 
jailer. Physicians said she had 
been dead several hours. 

Following the mysterious death 
of four of her stepchildren and the 
iliness of her husband, the woman 
was arrested last June and had 
since been held without bail. The 
husband is slowly recovering from 
the effects of arsenic poisoning. 

Mrs. Hauptrief was indicted on 
four counts of murder and at- 
tempting to poison her husband. 
She later confessed. 

She was to have been tried at 
the October term, but her attor- 
neys obtained a deiay on the 
ground that she was to become a 
mether. 

Mrs. Hauptrief left a letter ask- 
ing relatives to care for her year- 
old baby and also to see that her 
husband was “treated kindly.” 

Mrs. Magruder, wife of Deputy 
Sheriff Magruder, who resides at 
the jail, talked with Mrs. Hauptrief 
last night. Later the jailer and his 
wife went for a ride, leaving the 
prisoner alone. Mrs. Hauptrief 
seemed to be in good spirits. When 
Jailer Magruder took breakfast to 
Mrs. Hauptrief this morning,. he 
found her dead. 

Mrs. Hauptrief was arrested last 
spring, following the sudden illness 
of her husband. Her four stepchil- 
dren, two boys and two girls, the 
oldest of whom was 14, died within 
a short time in 1923. Their bodies 
were exhumed and the State Chem- 
ist made a report which has never 
been published. She has a one- 
year-old daughter living.

In Public Use for Year. 

“In the recent cases of poisoning 
occurring among employes of the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey 
there were five which resulted fa- 
tally before the delirium could be 
} controlled. The other patients were 
affected in mild degree, but 
promptly were brought to the Re- 
construction Hospital in New York. 
Here new methods of curative 
treatment have been discovered, 
which are proving highly success- 
ful. It should be emphasized that 
the product as designed for final 
use in gasoline engines has to be 
greatly diluted, usually with 1000 
parts of gasoline. This extremely 
diluted product has been for more 
than a year in public use in over 
10,000 filling stations and garages 
and no ill effects thus far have 
been reported.” 

Tests made in recent months at 
Edgewood Arsenal made by ex- 
perts of the chemical warfare serv- 
ice of the army indicate that 100 
drops of tetraethy! lead, applied 
to the skin, probably wouid prove 
fatal in 24 hours, it was announced 
at Washington yesterday. If ap- 
plied in smaller quanfities, it was 
said, the effect would be cumu- 
lative and death might not come 
for weeks. 


“Tooney” Gas on Sale in St. Louis 
Under Name of “Ethyl.” 

The “looney” gas that poisoned 
11 men, five of whom died, follow- 
ing recent laboratory tests by ths 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey 
at Bayway, N. J., and against the 
further sale of which the New 
York Board of Health has taken 
action, has been on the market in 
St. Louis for several months. 

The “looney” gas is known here 
as “thyl” gas and is being mar- 
keted widely through the Middle 
West by the Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana. Officials of the Standard 
Oll Co. here say that tetraethyl, 
which is added at the filling sta- 
tions to ordinary gasoline, is a for- 
mula consisting chiefly of lead and 
alcohol that enhances the com- 
lustibility of ordinary gas and that 
no order has been received to dis- 
continue its sale. 

No cases of “looney” gas poison- 
ing have been reported in this dis- 
trict and City Health Commissioner 
Starkloff was unaware until today 
that it was being sold here. He 
pointed out that the polsonings in 
New Jersey occurred in a labora- 
tory, a closed room, where fumes 
from ordinary gas would cause 
carbon monoxide polsoning, and 
expressed the opinion that there 
would be no more danger from 
ethyl gas fumes in the open air 
than from any other gas fumes. He 
said he would take no action 
against the sale of ethyl gas un- 


less {it could be shown that the 
public health ts being endangered,

TORIES IN POWER 
| FOR LONG TIME 


Big Working Majority 
Makes It Possible for 
Conservatives to Control 
House for Years. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Oct. 31.—The Labor- 


ite Cabinet, headed by Premier 
MacDonald, after a two-hour ses- 
sion this morning, is understood to 
have decided to remain in office a 
few days and then resign before the 
assembling of the new Parliament 
on Nov. 18. 

It is expected that the Cabinet 
will resign next week rather than 
meet the new Parliament and be 


turned out upon tee King’s ad- 
dress. 

The desire on the part of the 
Government to remain in office a 
few days longer is due to the neces- 
sity of clearing up departmental 
business. Meanwhile, Mr. MacDon- 
ald will speng his last week-end for 
a long time—perhaps forever—in 
the prime ministerial official rustic 
retreat at Chequers. 

Another Cabinet meeting is set 
for Tuesday, but it is understod the 
members of the Cabinet have left 
the Premier free to degide upon 
their resignation before then if he 
so desires. 

An official communique was is- 
sued announcing that the Cabinet 
had appointed a committee to ex- 
amine the question of the authen- 
ticity of the Zinovieff letter. It is 
believed that one of the chief rea- 
gons for the decision to hold in 
abeyance the resignation of the 
Cabinet members is the desire to 
carry out Mr. MacDonald’s promise 
to probe to tse bottom the incident 
of the alleged Russian letter and 
the subsequent British and Rus- 
sian exchange of protests. 

The King will return to London 
from Sandringham next Monday to 
be on hand should the necessity 
arise for his receiving Mr. MacDon- 
ald.

LONDON, Oct. 31.—With almost 
complete returns from Wednesday's 
general election now available, it 
becomes obvious that the Liberal 
party has been smashed, Labor 
buried and the Tories firmly en- 
trenched in power for five yearg to 
come. Stanley Baldwin is to be the 
next Premier. 

With only 14 of the 615 seats still 
to be decided, it is plain the Con- 
servatives will hAve a majority of 
about 200 over all other parties in 
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STANLEY BALDWIN. 
the next House of Commons. The 
alignment so far is: Tories 406, La- 
bor 154, Liberals 40, Communist 1. 
In this calculation the few inde- 
pendents are included with the 
group they usually support. 

History will probably record this 
as the Russian panic election, for it 
was the scare of a Red plot that 
turned what would probably have 
been an indecisive election or a 
slight Tory majority into a Tory 
landslide. 

Labor Gains Many Votes. 

Labor’s downfall was not due to 
any falling away of its own sup- 
porters, but to the panic throughout 
the country, based on labor’s treaty 
with Russia followed by the Zino- 
vieff letter. Labor’s increase in 
popular votes was three times as 
great as its gain in last year’s elec- 
tion. In the 576 constituencies La- 
bor polled 5,463,000 votes as 
against 4,348,379 in all 615 districts 
a year ago. lLabor’s gain may be 
1,500,000 by the time all the re- 
turns are in. 

But because of the Russian 
scare, the Tory vote was also un- 
precedented. Their total in the 
576 constituencies was 7,334,744, as 
against a total vote of 5,359,690 Jast 
year. 

The Liberals polled only 2,844,-, 
170, as against the last year’s total 
of 4,251,573. Most of the lost Lib- 
eral votes went to the Tories, who 
also got a tremendous support from 
voters who usually do not cast a 
ballot, but were drawn out yester- 
day by the Red scare. 

Only two of the Liberal leaders 
survived the rout, David Lloyd

George and Sir John Simon. The 
former, who got an unprecedented 
majority in his own constituency, 
will probably lead the remnant of 
his party, most of which is com- 
posed of his personal following, 
elected by arrangements with the 
Tories, who did not oppose them. 

The most important § Liberal 
loss was that of their leader, for- 
mer Premier Asquith, who, how- 
ever, denies reports that his defeat 
will lead to his complete with- 
drawal from politics. He admits 
he is greatly disappointed with the 
election results, but added: “I will 
stand ‘again.’”’ 

Most of the Labor leaders pulled 
through, their most severe losses 
being Frank Hodges, Civil Lord of 
the Admiralty; Miss Margaret 
Bondfield and Ben Tillett. The oth- 
er Ministers, including Premicr 
MacDonald, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Snowden and Attorney- 
General Hastings, were successful.

MAYOR TO ADVISE 
FOR VOTE AGAINST 
BRIDGE APPROACE 


Will Issue Statement Urg- 
ing Yes Vote on Proposi- 
tion No. 9, Which Would 


Stop Plans. 


Mayor Kiel will issue a statement 
tomorrow advising citizens to vote 
Yes on proposition No. 9 Tuesday, 
the referendum on the ordinance 


which, in effect, would stop plans 
for a northeastern railroad ap- 
proach for the municipal bridge. 
The ordinance directed the City 
Counselor to drop condemnation 
proceedings for land for the ap- 
proach in East St. Louis. A Yes 
vote will uphold this ordinance. 
The bond issue provided $1,600,- 
000 for this approach, but the city 
has estimated that it would cost 
$5,000,000 or more to build, and 
there is no assurance from the 
railroads that they would utilize it. 


Delegation Obtains Consent..- 

A delegation representing the 
Chamber of Commerce and Asso- 
ciated Retailers yesterday obtained 
the Mayor’s agreement to issue his 
statement. W. Palmer Clarkson, 
spokesman for the group, ex- 
pressed belief that the voters had 
not been told fully the purport of 
the ordinance and referendum, 
and the effect of their votes. 
Clarkson, who is president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, said 
that the Terminals Committee of 
the Chamber is preparing to re- 
port on a comprehensive plan for 
terminal facilities in the distrfct, 
including use of the municipal 
bridge, and that the present north- 
eastern approach Plan might 
hamper its proposals. 

Mayor Kiel told the delegation 

he would do everything in his 
power to uphold the ordinance, be- 
cause he believed it would waste 
the taxpayers’ money to proceed 
with condemnation suits for the 
approach. He questioned whether. 
East St. Louis would permit con- 
struction of the approach as pro- 
posed. Workers at the polls will 
be asked by the Mayor to seek 
Yes votes on this proposition. 
The Citizens’ Supervisory Bond 
Issue Committee yesterday adopted 
by a vote of 8 to 6 a resolution 
opposing this northeast approach, 
and calling for Yes votes on the 
proposition.” This action followed 
a spirited debate between MHarry 
Scullin, who submitted the resolu- 
tion, and Frank Gerhart, chief 
backer of the approach.

hall site on which the ordinance fixes the 
new courthouse site, on the block bounded 
by Eleventh, Twelfth, Market and Chestnut 
streets, bordering the. Plaza on the east. A 
committee of Circuit Judges has submitted 
a statement of needs for a courthouse to 
architects who have estimated that the cost 
of an appropriate building will be $4,000,000, 
the full amount of the bond issue. Should the 
ordinance be defeated, and should the city 
determine upon the suggested site south of 
the present courthouse, its estimated cost 
is $1,500,000. Necessarily another bond is- 
sue would. be required.

$87,000,000 bond issue? This would result 
in the erection of the courthouse being de 
layed indefinitely. Another referendum 
might be had of any such ordinance, caus- 
ing more delay and uncertainty. Further- 
more, condemnation proceedings for another 
site would cause a delay of from two to six’ 
years. By voting yes the controversy would 
be settled.- Should the ordinence be defeated, 
it would be several years, perhaps many 
years, before the controversy over a site and 
another bond issue could be settled. 


Possibilities Involved. 

A vote of yes 4@ build the new courthouse 
on the Plaza will more certainly preserve the 
old courthouse than to vote no. If the or- 
dinance should be ‘defeated, the Board of 
Al@ermen might pass an ordinance to’ build 
it on the site of the old courthouse, because 
of the pressing necessity for a new court- 
house, because the bond issue is only enongh 
for the building alone, and because by de- 
feating the ordinance, the people will have 
indicated they want the courthouse built on 
the old courthouse site to save the title to 
the land,, the danger of loss of which being 
the chief advertised objection of the opposi- 
tion.

Plaza plan was progressive. It provided for 
the fulfillment of a great need in any large.

city, one of which all citizens would be proud. 

All main traffic highways of the city lead 
to this Memorial Plaza, widened Natural 
Bridge road and widened Florissant avenue 
from the northwest and widened Gravois 
road from the southwest leading to Twelfth 
boulevard, forming a great highway circle. 
approximately 165 miles long. The Memorial] 
Plaza and grouped public buildings will “be 
at the very center of this traffic circle, and 
at the western edge of the greater congestel 
business district.

BOSTON, Oct. 31.—President 
Coolidge’s own State last night 
gave Senator la Follette a recep- 
tion which, for gize and ardor, com- 
pared favorably with those which 
he received in the progressive 
Northwest. The Senator did not 
mention the President by name, but 
he made a sanguinary attack upon 
the administration's foreign policy, 
and challenged comparison of his 
own record in foreign affaira with 
that of other candidates. 

Boston, scene of Coolidge’s gov- 
erporship and of the famous police 
etrike which resulted in his eleva- 
tion to the vice presidency and 
thence to the White House, gave his 
progressive opponent an impressive 
welcome. 

The audience of 10,000 stood and 
cheered for four minutes when La 
Follette came upon the p orm, 
and applause during his speech was 
frequent and voluminous. It oc- 


‘curred in the very hours. when «a 


torchlight procession for Coolidge 
and Dawes was passing through 
the streets. 

la Follette warmly indorsed the 
candidacy of Senator David I. 
Waish (Democrat) of Massachu- 
setts, who is up for re-election, par- 
ticularly for his work in unearth- 
ing the scandal in the Veterans Bu- 
reau, and delivered a scathing at- 
tack upon his Republican opponent, 
Speaker Gillett of the House of 
Representatives, whom he described 
“a man who supports imperialism 
and has never flinched when called 
upon to do the bidding of Morgan's 
gold and Rockefeller’s oil.” 

Walsh, La Follette declared, be- 
longed to that group of Senators, 
including Borah, Brookhart, Walsh 
of Montana and Norris, “who can 
be depended upon to serve the peo- 
ple of their state and nation with- 
out regard for party bosses or con- 
nections.” 

Walsh-Gillett Fight. 

It was a significant allusion, be- 
cause the Walsh-Gillett fight is oc- 
cupying as much attention in the 
State as the presidential campaign. 
It seems to be conceded that the 
President can carry*Massachusetts, 
but Speaker Gillett's supporters ad- 
mit that he will have a close squeak 
if he comes through. Walsh is rec- 
ognized as one of the ablest and 
most liberal men in the Senate, al- 
though he stood with Reed of Mis- 
sourl and other “irreconcilables” 
against the League of Nations. Gil- 
lett is pledged to an unquestioning 
suppert of Coolidge’s policies. 

Following last night's demon- 
stration for La Follette, his son 
and aid, Roberf, said: “We will be- 
lieve Coolidge can carry Massachu- 
setts when we see it in the elec- 
tion returns, not before.”

“On the basis of the present Di- 
gest poll, even allowing the critics 
tneir claim for a considerable mar- 
gin of error, which may or may not 
be proved, 
totals seem to point to the prob- 
ability that Mr.-Coolidge will re- 
ceive the electoral votes of a suffi- 
cient number of states to insure 
his re-election.” 

Beside the table showing the re- 
sults of the poll, The Digest gives 
a table showing “How the Same 
Woters Voted in 1920," so far as 
their votes in the poll showed this. 
About 19 per cent of those voting 
in the poll did not vote in 1928, or 
did not indicate on their ballots 
how they voted then.. The value of 
these fizures, for cOmparison, is af- 
fected by the fact that-there were 
two major candidates in 1920, and 
that there aregthree now. 

The cost of sending out the 15.- 
000,000 ballots, for postage stamps 
alone, was 2 cents each, or $308,- 
000. It is difficult to see how the 
cost of printing and clerical work 
in connection with the poll could 
have been less than another $100.- 
000. A committee of Congress is 
inquiring into this large expendi- 
ture, and to other phases of th- 
Digest’s poll, which is believed to 
be the largest “straw vote” ever 
taken.
